New England and California Are Cen¬ 
ters of Mental Derangement. 

In a recent lecture delivered before 
Ihe National Geographical Society at 
Washington Dr. William A. White, di¬ 
rector of the Binghamton branch of the 
New York insane asylum, devoted 
much attention to the geographical dis¬ 
tribution of insanity. At the outset of 
his lecture Dr. White produced certain 
facts and figures showing that beyoud 
a doubt insanity was increasing much 
more rapidly than the population. The 
cause of this, he said, was due to hered¬ 
ity; that is to say, the unrestricted 
marrying of those tainted with insan¬ 
ity, and to the fact of this country be¬ 
ing the dumping ground for the trash of 
Europe. In support of his latter asser¬ 
tion he quoted figures showing that 25 
per cent of the 25,000 insane persons 
confined in New York asylums were of 
foreign birth. 

Insanity was most prevalent, he 
stated, in regions where competition 
was strongest and where the struggle 
for existence raged the fiercest. Thus 
the two great centers of insanity in the 
United States were, he said, New Eng¬ 
land, where there is one insane person I 
for every 335 inhabitants, and Califor- | 
nia, where there is one lunatic for every 
380 people. 

The region of least insanity, he stated, j 
was that section of the West from the !

belt. He showed that iusanlty was un¬ 
known among the Indians, and almost I
